Arthur C. Holt 
made a motion for a new .trial, and 
was given 10 days by Circuit Court 
Judge Decker to file the motion in 
writing. 

As Mrs. Jarolimek was being 
taken to her cell she turned to her 
estranged husband, Jerome, 24, and 
said,- "I hope you're satisfied with 
your lies." 

It was "reported that seven of the 
women- held out for rfhe death pen- 
alty. 

Mrs. Jarolimek will be eligible 
for, parole at the end of 20 years. 

State's. Atty.. Robert C. Nelson 
charged that the defendant went 
to the home of the elder Jarolimeks 
astensibly, to get money, and after 
snooting her mother-in-law, leaving 
a slight wound; applied a tourni- 
quet to her neck, and strangled her. 
Then she took the money from her 
mother-in-law's purse, and left, go- 
ing to her home, at Island Lake 
where she ■ was found in the com- 
pany of a sailor., Her husband was 
in the hospital at the time suffering 
from >a nervous malady". 

Atty. Holt tried to' show that no 
one could prove that his client had 
any other money than her own, and 
pointed out that the coroner's path- 
ologist testified lie had not exam- 
ined the victim's head during the 
autopsy, and that it was possible 
Mrs. Jarolimek died of a brain in- 
jury. 

Dr. Eric Bock, the pathologist, 
testified that the elder Mrs. Jaro- 
limek died of strangulation. 

The daughter-in-law testified that 
she had been shown the gun which 
went off -accidentally and that at 
her mother-in-law's request she ap- 
plied the tourniquet - to stop the 
bleeding..

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Norman Thomas Warns Labor 

Organized labor has no greater champion than 
Normant Thomas, the long-time Socialist Party leader. 
As he says, in a newspaper column, "In my life I have 
■worked hard and evert suffered several arrests to as- 
sert the right of workers to organize and io strike." 
But in that same column Mr. Thomas- presents a warn- 
ing that every worker and every, union official should 
take to heart, in self-interest if for, no other reason. 

Mr. Thomas was gravely disturbed by the recent 
subway strike in New York. This was a wildcat 
strike, called for jurisdictional reasons by a small 
union. It literally tied up the city and left ,750,000 
people stranded, 1m 96 degree heat. Mr. Thomas 
"writes: "I never believed that there was an automatic 
identification of the good of a particular group of 
workers with the good of society. . . . The American 
community which has suffered more than enough 
under the old capitalist formula of 'the public be 
damned' cannot* permit labor unions to say it with 
impunity." 

Long ago; the " public be damned" school of 
capitalists learned of their error. Outraged public 
opinion brought into r being all manner of laws and 
regulations asserting, 'in effect, that the public wel- 
fare is superior to any other consideration. 

Today the unions are ini positions of almost in- 
credible power. By shutting off vital services, they 
can paralyze a great city, as. happened in New York. 
By shutting down production in basic industries, 
they can deprive the whole nation of needed goods. 
Unless they exercise restraint from within, it will 
be exerted from without — just as happened in the 
case of industry and capital. "

.Writing in Human Events, David Shea Teeple 
has something worthwhile to say about nuclear ener- 
gy as a source of electric power; It will come as a 
surprise to those who believe that the atom will 
make electricity incredibly cheap— so cheap, indeed, 
that it won't be worthwhile even to meter "its use. 

AH nuclear energy can do, so far as *we know 
now, is -to replace another fuel In power generation. 
Mr. Teeple points out: "It has been shown that 80 
per cent or more of the cost of electric energy to the 
consumer occurs after the energy has been generated 
(transmission lines, labor, taxes, overhead, collection, 
etc.) so that even ; if atomic power could be produced 
for nothing, the householder with a $6.00 per. month 
power bill would} still pay $4.80. 

Mr. Teeple also quotes a recognized authority, 
Dr. W. Kenneth Davis, as saying: "One of the most 
persistent erroneous ideas concerning nuclear power 
is that the fuel for, nuclear power plants : is of. en- 
tirely negligible cost. Nothing could be further from 
the truth'. In fact, one of the most difficult problems 
in the development of economic nuclear power is to 
get the cost of the fuel cycle down to an acceptable 
level." The. cost of producing power from conven- 
tional fuels, such as coal, has, steadily diminished— 
and very complex problems must he solved before 
nuclear power will be anywhere near competitive as 
to costs. 

All of which gives credence to a statement from, 
an official of the National Coal Association: "There 
can be, little doubt but ' thaiT'lhe coal industry can 
look forward, not only to maintaining its -present 
relative position in the energy maHcet, but indeed 
to Improving it.V 
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Right- Kind — Right Time — Right Place 

We think of the oil business as a producer of "Big 
money" for those individuals and concerns which are 
lucky enough to make outstanding strikes and suc- 
cesses. What most of us don't think of is the "big 
money" it takes to find, develop, refine and market 
Oil for the thirsty consumer. 

The latest annual report of the . Standard Oil 
Company (New Jersey) provides an excellent in- 
sight into this. Last year, the company's affiliates 
invested some $860 million in« searching for and de- 
veloping new reserves of crude oil and in building the 
necessary refining, transportation, marketing, and re- 
search facilities. This year they plan to spend much 
more — well over $1 billion— for similar' purposes. 

Incidentally, it is of general interest that the 
company's income taxes amounted to more than $544 
million last year — and that it collected for govern- 
ment consumer taxes on its products aggregating 
$451 million. 

The company's report said- this: "The basic job of 
the oil business is to have the right kind of petroleum 
products available in required quantities at the right 
time, in the right place. The new oil .fields, the en- 
larged or improved refineries, and the expanded or 
more efficient distribution equipment that result 
from ... capital outlays, strengthen our ability, to 
meet people's needs and to perform important set- 
vices for the consumer." That tells oil's great story.

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Health Talk 



Preventive Medicine 

"Preventive medicine is the. medi- 
cine of the future." This prediction 
Sas made many years ago. by Sir 
William Osier, one of the world's 
greatest physicians. What is pre- 
ventive medicine? ' The' term is 
■far-reaching in. that it encompasses 
nublic health, sanitation, Individual 
and community health. But before 
oreventive medicine can be applied, 
Jie cause of a disease must be 
known, the Educational Committee 
5 the Illinois State Medical Soci- 
ety observes in Health Talk. 

Quarantine and isolation,., en- 
forced by public health officials, 
have done much to control certain 
infections and communicable dis- 
eases which were once epidemic. 

Preventive medicine includes ef- 
fective immunization against dis- 
ease. Smallpox, diphtheria, typhoid 
fever, whooping cough, tetanus, 
yellow fever, rabies, typhus, chol- 
era, and plague are among the dis- 
eases that have been effectively 
controlled through immunization; 
and measles can be lessened in se- 
verity ,or prevented completely, if 
proper inoculation is given after ex- 
posure. 

The 1955 contribution to preven- 
tive medicine was the development 
of the Salk vaccine which, it is to 
be hoped, will render children im-; 
jnune or less susceptible to polio- 
myelitis. 

The control of environment is im- 
portant in preventive, medicine. 
Scientific sewage disposal, safe 
water supplies, sanitary, production 
and processing of foods, inspection 
of cleanliness in eating and food- 
handling establishments have con- 
tributed greatly to the control of 
water or water-borne diseases, such 
as typhoid fever, septic sore throat 
and infectious diarrheas. 

Mortality from childbirth has de- 
creased through preventive meas- 
ures. Fevers and infections once 
commonly associated with preg- 
nancy and birth are no' longer a 
threat to either mother or infant. 
Sterile precautions are largely re- 
sponsible. Ophthlmia neonatorum, 
once a common cause of blindness in 
newborn babies, is a disease of the 
past because of ithe introduction of 
silver nitrate into the infant's eyes 
immediately after birth. 

A regular physical examination 
is 'a strong diagnostic instrument in 
preventive medicine. The' proper 
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correction of early symptoms will 
do much to curb progression of a 
disease if not control it entirely. 
This "is true of such conditions as 
high blood pressure, heart disease, 
cancer, dietary deficiencies, and tu- 
berculosis. - 

In the case of nervous and mental 
diseases, prevention is possible by 
improving physical health and by 
fostering adjustment in the emo- 
tional training from early child- 
hood. Education to face and- accept

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obstacles in everyday living, chang- 
es from childhood td adolescence 
and from adolescence to maturity 
form a bulwark in preventive medi- 
cine. 

In diabetes, mellitus, which ap- 
pears to be increasing, partly be- 
cause people are living longer, pre- 
ventive measures are limited to the 
control of obesity, proper nutrition 
and case-finding surveys to get the 
unknown diabetics under" care. 

With asthma, adequate diagnosis 
in childhood and continuing care 



will prevent chronic fibrosis, or for- 
mation of fibrous tissue of the lungs, 
which cripples the patient. 

While preventive medicine has 
advanced greatly in recent years to 
the point where widespread epi- 
demics are avoided, much needs to 
be accomplished. Continued and 
'concentrated research will yield the 
answers .to the causes of numerous 
conditions now affecting the older 
age group. With the source estab- 
lished, further research will pro- 
vide the proper preventative.

The Scratching Season 

• - Summer is hcre,/,the ^vacation 
season is beginning — and poison 
' ivy is growing in woods and back 
! yards allover .the country. So is 
; poison oak ■ arfd sumac. 
; Summer is the scratching season 
lor all too many vacationers, par- 
\ fcv /rtft ticutarly'city peo- 
ple who havo 
never been taught 
— or haven't both- 
ered to learn — 
the characteristic 
signs of the nui- 
sance plants. It 
pays to be in- 
QB formed, however, 
for poison ivy irritation can be 
dangerous as welt as unpleasant. 
It is particularly unpleasant when 
it covers a large area of the body, 
and when over-enthusiAatic scratch- 
ing transforms the irritation into 
an outright infection. 

Luckily, the affliction is easier 
to treat than it used to be. If you 
are so unfortunate as to blunder 
up against a poison' ivy vine, your 
doctor may prescribe a soothing 
ointment called . Terra-Cprtrjl. ■- It 
■ contains -tho honhone hydrocorti- 
sone to . reduce the inflammation, 
plus the antibiotic Terramycln to 
knock out any infection which may 
develop. ■ 

Nevertheless, knowing how to 
avoid the plants is an excellent 
idea. Poison ivy, oak or sumac 
are closely related and you need 
not learn to tell them apart Gen- 
erally, It is wise to steer clear of 
any low-lying shrub or vine that 
has leaves in groups of three, 
especially if the leaves are dark 
green In color and have a glossy 
appearance. 

If you are clearing a camping 
area and find plants which you 
suspect belong to this family, do 
not under any circumstances 
burn them. The irritating oil is 
volatile, and rises with the smoke; 
breathing it can have grave con- 
sequences. Poison ivy should be 
buried, not burned.
